Special Needs Office 
update 

The following new assistive devices 
are available for student use in the 
office, as well as for staff and faculty. 

TDD phone system - allows hearing 
impaired to communicate with the 
office. 

Microwriter microcomputer - allows 
persons with very limited hand and 
arm movement to type using only 
one hand. 

FM system - a hearing-aid device that 
transmits a signal from a small micro- 
phone worn by the lecturer on FM 
frequency. 

Special computer system - with large 
print capability; ability to transcribe 
print (e.g. textbook) to tape; voice 
capability to benefit those with 
learning disability and /or a visual 
impairment. 

Large-print software and voice appli- 
cations can be installed in student 
computer labs across campus. 

Other.specialized equipment may 
be made available upon request. 

The J.N. Desmarais Library will be 
equiped with a TDD phone system 
and a large-print monitor on the VAX 
library database in the near future. 

Access Awareness Campaign 1990 

The Special Needs Office will be 
hosting an access awareness cam- 
paign from November 6 to 8, 1990. 
Booths will be set up in the Bowling 
Alley and in front of the Great Hall. 
The displays will involve hands-on 
simulations of different types of 
disabilities. Informative pamphlets 
will also be available. 

Entertainment provided during 
this awareness campaign will include 
the Rolling Thunder Theater Group, 
able bodied and disabled actors who 
aim to heighten awareness through 
a series of educational skits; "and 
Gord Paynter, a blind comedian from 
Yak Yak's Comedy Club in Toronto. 

We would like to encourage staff 
and faculty to get involved and to 
increase their awareness of disabled 
people's needs. Participate, for 
example, by spending a day in a 
wheelchair . . . Then meet with the 
Special Needs Committee to review 
the day's events and discuss what 
you've learned.

Their hopes were to 
encourage education so as 
to dispel myths such as 
" Sexual assault is a crime 
of passion or sex." Not 
true!

A 
woman's body is her own 
property and no one should 
have access to it without 
her consent. 

The Take Back the 
Night march is the only 
night that women have to 
walk the streets and feel 
safe, whether the streets 
are downtown, in thier 
neighborhood, or on campus.

Fundraising on 
the rise: AUCC 



Universities are turning increasingly to 
private sector fundraising campaigns to 
maintain standards in teaching and 
research, according to the latest figures 
released by the Association of Universities 
and Colleges of Canada. 

The total objective of university 
fundraising campaigns across Canada this 
year is about $1.5 billion — a 20 per cent 
increase over 1989. Seventy-two univer- 
sities are currently either conducting or 
planning new campaigns, the AUCC report 
notes. 

Some of the largest campaigns under- 
way include the University of Toronto, 
which is looking for $100 million from 
private sector sources, and the University 
of British Columbia, which is seeking 
to raise a total of $132 million from indi- 
viduals, corporations, foundations and 
government. 

New campaigns slated to be announced 
this year or early in 1991 include the 
University of Calgary, with a total 
objective planned of $52.6 million, the 
University of Regina's Future Directions 
campaign which aims to raise a total of 
$52 million and the University of Water- 
loo's planned five-year $50 million 
campaign. 

"A strong corporate response to current 
and future university fundraising cam- 
paigns allows Canadian universities to 
contribute even more to the intellectual, 
technological, economic and social 
development of Canada", the AUCC report 
notes.

Mojo Nixon-OTIS (Enigma) 

Mojo Nixon used to 
take a simple, "down 
home" approach to the 
music on his early albums 
along with his sidekick 
Skid Roper but with this 
Lp, Mojo's music seems 
cluttered and Skid 
mysteriously is not on it.

Just the other day, I 
was out and about in the 
neighbourhood threatenin" 
the kids, when I noticed 
an advertisement for 
Sudbury's International 
film festival: Cinefest. 
What could this Cinefest 
be, and more importantly, 
what does it mean for 
Sudbury? An enigma to be 
sure, so off I went to have 
a chat with the executive 
director of Cinefest, Cam 
Haynes. 

He's a real nice 
fella, but they kinda keep 
him real busy. He assured 
me that this was pretty 
well normal for any film 
festival. I asked him 
what it took initially to 
pull together a film 
festival of this size. Cam 
Haynes proceeded to 
relate to me how Geoff 
Pevre was hired in April 
1988 to check the 
feasability of a Northern 
filmfest. Sudbury bid for, 
and won the opprotunity 
to host Cinefest. Cam 
stepped in on September 
of '88 with a blueprint 
feasibility plan that was 
accepted. The Sudbury 
Arts Council became the 
non-profit organization to 
umbrella the activities of 
Cinefest. In other words, 
it was a front for 
Cinefest to give it a place 
to send all their 
paperwork. 

Before I could slip 
irrevocably into a coma, I 
prompted Cam to talk 
about the importance of 
international film to 



Sudbury. 

He opened up my 
uneducated mind to the 
fast-paced world of 
international film. Cam 
informed me that it 
wasn't as simple as 
yetting the film's 
distributor on the horn 
and asking for a print of 
the film to be delivered. 
Most of these films are 
requested for film 
festivals all over the 
world and some of them 
have only one print 
available for distribution. 
Competition is fierce and 
it is a testimony to 
Sudbury when we receive 
one of these films. 
"Rosencrantz & 

Guildenstern Are Dead" 
and "Interrogation" are 
two such films. 

Vancouver's Filmfest, bid 
for "Interrogation", and 
lost it to us. The first 
appearance of 

"Rosencrantz & 

Guildenstern Are Dead" 
was in Venice, followed 
by a showing in Toronto's 
Festival of Festivals, and 
Sudbury is proud to host 
it's third world showing. 

Cam tells me that 
the goal of Cinefest is to 
bring significant and 
international films to 
Sudbury. A laudable goal 
and Cinefest is succeeding 
at attaining this goal very 
well. 13 countries are 
being represented at this 
years Cinefest with a 
jump from 24 to 32 films.
